• Is the condition of everything else in the system (CPU, hard disc, and others) 
as it should be?

• Did a screen saver or other application operate while writing to the disc? 

• Is there enough free space on the CD, DVD and DVD-RAM disc? 

• Does writing fail even using the simulation test? 

•Is the disc loaded in the drive with the read/write surface facing the right 
direction? (label up) 

•Is the drive installed in the correct orientation? 

• Was the drive or disc moved from a low temperature environment to a high 
temperature environment? (There is a possibility of condensation on the lens in 
the drive or on the surface of the disc.)
